At a press conference with a funereal 
atmosphere, Dr. Murray Newman, curator 
of the civil aquarium and custodian of the 
only killer whale that ever lived for more 
than a day in captivity, announced the 
death. 

Photographers were barred from the 
pen area, where a team of physicians, 
pathologists: and dermatologists and a 
neuro-chemist were performing a compli- 
cated disection.

Much larger whales will 
flee in panic at the sight of a pod of killer 
whales, which consider Whale tongue a 
delicacy. : 

An expedition led by Dr. Newman and 
Dr. Vince Penfold, his assistant, captured 
Moby Doll with the intent of killing him. 
But the whale refused to die, despite the 
harpoon in his back, and was towed here 
and finally settled in his-pen. 

Moby Doll's fame soon spread through 
newspapers and magazines across, North 
America. 

Dr. Newman said Moby Doll's captivity 
contributed much to scientific knowledge, 
Hundreds of tests were performed’ by 
scientists from Canada and the United 


~ States on the performance of his brain-and 


heart.

Scientists here in particular were in- 
trigued by his curious squeaking sounds, 
believed a sort of ultra-sonic communica- 
tion and warning device. ~ 

Once -seientists recorded Moby Doll 
squealing loudly to a pod of killer whales 
that came into the harbor and returned 
the signals. 

Moby Doll's death was unexpected. 

“We went down to see him Thursday, 
and he seemed healthy and active,” said 
Dr. Newman. “He ate 100 pounds of fish 
and didn’t seem unhappy at all.” 

He’ said~ Moby Doll's capture proved 
that killer whales can be kept—alive-by

Hyperopia, or far-sighteduess, is present in more than six out of 
Often in this condition both distant and close objects are seen clearly. ‘The 
reason for this fs that the focusing mechanism in the eye can overcome the 
defects of far-sightedness and produce clear vision. This means that the focus- 
ing mechanism must be constantly.at work if clear vision is to be obtained 
and*thus a mechanism that is primarily intended for close work produces 
fatigue, eyestrain, headaches, and frequently tends to make the eyes turn 
toward each other. When far-dightedness is corrected by glasses the focusing 
mechanism is allowed to relax and assume {its normal role, and comfortable, 
efficient vision is again obtained. It is advisable to have your eyes examined 
at least every two years.

Moby Doll's rows of savage teeth 
touched only the fish. 

Killer whales, voracious eaters ‘that are 
related to the porpoise family, usually 
travel in pack$ called pods and will fre- 
quently attack other sea creatures larger 
than themselves.. Much larger whales will 


flee in panic at the sight of a pod of killer , 


whales, which consider whale tongue a 
delicacy. 

An_expedition led by Dr. Newman and 
Dr. Vince Penfold, his assistant, captured 
Moby Doll with the intent of killing him. 
But the whale refused to die, despite the 
harpoon in his back, and was towed here 
and finally settled in his pen. 

Moby Doll's fame sodn spread through 
newspapers and magazines across North 
America. 

Dr. Newman said Moby Doll’s captivity 
contributed much to scientific knowledge. 
Hundreds of tests were performed by 
scientists from Canada and the United 
States on the performance of his brain and 
heart.

Scientists here in particular were in- 
trigued by his curious squeaking sounds, 
believed a sort of ultra-sonic communica- 
tion and warning device. * 

Omce scientists recorded Moby Doll 


“squealing loudly to a pod of killer whales

Moby Doll's death was unexpected.
